Text: “Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal, The 
Lord knoweth them that are his.” 


Solomon, the wise man, said, “The 
righteous is an everlasting FOUNDA- 
TION,” and well did he say it for truly 
every thing has some kind of FOUNDA- 
TION, some good and some not so good, 
but whether good or bad it is the whole 
fabric or constitution of a thing. Noth- 
ing is better than its FOUNDATION. 

HE KNOWS 

Yes, He knows them that are His. The 
knowledge of the fact is sealed with Him. 
Knowing a thing is the acme or perfec- 
tion of knowledge relative to that cer- 
tain thing. Then for one to be certain 
of his judgment and decision he must 
necessarily be thoroughly familiar with 
the generally accepted basis upon which 
a thing is to be judged. 

SEAL 

The sureness of this great FOUNDA- 
TION is God’s seal, and the seal is, ““He 
knows them that are his.” A seal always 
denotes dependability. The Apostle Paul 
calls circumcision a seal of the righteous- 
ness of faith. Circumcision was a seal and 
an assurance on God’s part, both to Abra- 
ham and his spiritual seed, that He would 
give them Christ the promised seed out 
of the loins of Abraham, and in Him 
accept them as His peculiar people, par- 
don their sins, and cleanse them from na- 
tural corruption, signified by their cut- 
ting off their foreskins. It was a confir- 
mation of the covenant of grace and of 
the righteousness therein promised upon 
believing in Christ. Writing to the Ephe- 
sians he further says, “In whom also after 
that ye believed ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise.” At 1 Cor. 9:2 
Paul calls the Corinthians his seal of 
apostleship,—‘“‘The seal of mine apostle- 
ship are ye in the Lord.” In other words, 
Ye are a certain evidence of my divine 
call. My apostolic office has a confirma- 
tion in you by the effect, as a writing is 
confirmed by the seal. 

BASIS 

We shall not take time and space to 
refer to all the codes and bases that have 
in their time served the purpose of God in 
His conclusions but will only refer to 
the present dispensational basis that He 
uses in His sealing. However, all others 
that have served their time and purpose 
were only a puny symbol, type or shadow 
of the good one to come. Again, referring 
to the wise man’s declaration, “The right- 
eous is an_ everlasting foundation.” 
The word “righteousness” is used 


WOOD 
with Jesus Christ as the central 
idea, always. Isaiah 28:16, ““There- 


fore thus saith the Lord God, be- 
hold I lay in Zion for a foundation a 
stone, a tried stone, a precious corner 
stone, A SURE FOUNDATION: he 
that believeth shall not make haste.” 


A MERGER 

Turning to the 85th Psalm, it seems 
that a merger of basis is hinted at “Mercy 
and truth are met together; righteousness 
and peace have kissed each other. Truth 
shall spring out of the earth; and right- 
eousness shall look down from heaven.” 

We refer to it as a merger of basis for 
the simple reason that mercy and truth, 
in a sense, are the equivalent of law and 
grace. To the Corinthians Paul says, “I 
have laid the foundation, another build- 
eth thereon. But let every man take heed 
how he buildeth thereupon. For other 
foundation can no man lay than that is 
laid, which is Jesus Christ.” And to the 
Ephesians he has this to say, “And are 
built upon the foundation of the apostles 
and prophets, Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief corner stone.” And to Timothy 
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he gave a charge pertaining to the rich, 
that they do certain good works to off- 
set and counteract the effect of riches on 
their spirituality, laying up in store for 
themselves a good foundation against the 
time to come. 


WHO THEN CAN BE SAVED 


The apostles asked Jesus this question 
after hearing Him denounce riches as 
detrimental to one entering into the 
kingdom of God, and Jesus further qual- 
ified His assertion by saying the things 
which are impossible with man are pos- 
sible with God. YES, God is certain as 
to who are His, as says the text, “The 
foundation of God standeth sure, having 
bee seal, the Lord knoweth them that are

Says Paul, “Even the mystery which 
hath been hid from ages and from gen- 
erations, but now is made manifest to 
his saints.” 

WHAT IS IT? 

His body, the Church “To whom God 
would make known what is the riches of 
the glory of this mystery among the 
Gentiles; WHICH IS CHRIST IN YOU, 
THE HOPE OF GLORY.” Yes, good 
works are very essential to a good influ- 
ence and will be the sole basis used in de- 
termining who are eligible for rewards. 
At Titus 3:8 Paul says, “This is a faith-

The Fifth Trumpet: The First Woe 
“And the fifth angel sounded, and I 


saw a star fall from heaven unto the 
earth: and to him was given the key of 
the bottomless pit. And he opened the 
bottomless pit; and there arose a smoke 
out of the pit, as the smoke of a great fur- 
nace; and the sun and the air were dark- 
ened by reason of the smoke of the pit. 
And there came out of the smoke lo- 
custs upon the earth: and unto them was 
given power, as the scorpions of the 
earth have power. And it was com- 
manded them that they should not hurt 
the grass of the earth, neither any green 
thing, neither any tree; but only those 
men which have not the seal of God in 
their foreheads. And to them it was giv- 
en that they should not kill them, but 
that they should be tormented five 
months: and their torment was as the 
torment of a scorpion, when he striketh 
a man. And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and shall 
desire to die, and death shall flee from 
them. And the shapes of the locusts were 
like unto horses prepared unto battle; and 
on their heads were as it were crowns 
like gold, and their faces were as_ the 
faces of men. And they had hair as the 
hair of women, and their teeth were as 
the teeth of lions. And they had breast- 
plates, as it were breastplates of iron; 
and the sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses run- 
ning to battle. And they had tails like 


unto scorpions, and there were stings in 
their tails: and their power was to hurt 
men five months. And they had a king 
over them, which is the angel of the 
bottomless pit, whose name in the He- 
brew tongue is Abaddon but in the 
Greek tongue hath his name Apollyon. 
One woe is past; and, behold, there come 
two woes more hereafter,” Rev. 9:1-12. 

At the sounding of the fifth trumpet 
a star will fall from heaven as John de- 
scribes. This star will no doubt be Satan 
himself. He will come to torment the 
people on earth. John refers to this star 
as “him,” masculine gender. At this 
time God will give him the keys to the 
bottomless pit. This star will have intel- 
ligence as is shown by the use of the key 
and the opening of the pit. The lights in 
the heavens are usually called stars. Isaiah 
refers to this being as Lucifer, the son of 
the morning. Isa. 14:12. No doubt, this 
refers to the chief angel back in the be- 
ginning of the world, who, at that time, 
tried to exalt himself above God and 
was cast down. He is also referred to as 
the prince of the power of the air, and 
at the time of this awful trouble he will 
be on earth with all of his demons, and 
will take a part in afflicting and destroy- 
ing men. 

Now some will object to this angel be- 
ing called Satan. They claim that God 
will not give him power to open the pit 
and bring destruction upon men, but 
one time God gave Satan permission to 
destroy Job’s whole family, but He re- 
served the life of Job. 

The pit in this instance is taken from 
“abussos” which has reference to the in- 
fernal, deep or bottomless pit or abyss. 

Peter refers to some of the fallen an- 
a and says they were cast down to 

ell. 2 Peter 2:4. The Greek word for 

hell is “‘tartaros.” “Tartaros” means the 
deepest abyss of Hades. There is nothing 
that can be deeper than the bottomless 
pit and we conclude that it is in the same 
place in the bowels of the earth where 
all the wicked are kept. 

When this star opens the bottomless 
pit there will be a great smoke as of a 
great furnace and the sun will be dark- 
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ened by the smoke. Joel 2:2-10 refers to 
this day as a day of darkness, a day of 
thick clouds of darkness, and he fully 
describes how this great army of de- 
stroyers will work and what great ha- 
voc will be wrought upon the earth. It is 
not unreasonable to suppose that this an- 
gel is Satan himself. This will be a literal 
army and their destruction will be upon 
men who have not the seal of God. They 
are referred to as locusts but they are not 
locusts like we have. The locusts of our 
day eat grass and herbs, but these locusts 
will be intelligent beings and they will 
have a king over them and he will exer- 
cise authority and will command them 
and they will go forth to destroy men. 

They are only to destroy or torment 
men. They are not to kill these men but 
they are to torment them, and their tor- 
ment will last for five months. They will 
have hair like women and their teeth will 
be like unto the teeth of lions. They 
will have breastplates to protect them 
from any attacks. We cannot conceive of 
the terribleness of this awful time. 

The sting of these locusts will be like 
that of a scorpion. Those stung will have 
chills and fever and will swell and froth 
at the mouth. 

From the description given any one 


can see that these are not ordinary lo- - 


custs, for they are commanded not to 
eat the grass nor any green thing. Ordi- 
nary locusts do not have a king over 
them, so Solomon said in Prov. 30:27. 
From the reading of Rev. 9:4 we see 
that God will have His people sealed, es- 
pecially the 144,000 Jews, for they are 
to hurt men who have not the seal of God. 

These demons will be very orderly in 
their work. They will not destroy one 
another but they will destroy both Jew 
and Gentile who have turned their backs 
on God, and their noise will be like 
chariots and horsemen running to battle. 
They will appear like horses. 

The Lord shall utter His voice before 
this army. Those men and women who 
reject God and declare that He does not 
exist, in my opinion, will be the ones 
that suffer from these awful destroyers. 

This is one of the times that great suf- 
fering will prevail, and one of the strange 
things is that these people will not die. 
They will try to destroy themselves but 
death will flee from them. 

It seems that God at this time will 
protect the remnant of His people that 
have not been slain, from these awful 
demons. If the wicked world could real- 
ize what is coming upon them, they sure- 
ly would repent and make ready for the 
return of the Lord who will raise the 
dead in Christ and change those who are 
alive and take them away from this 
troublesome world.

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Report From India 


Chengannur P. O. Travancore State, 
South India, May 2, 1939 


Beloved Friends: 

We praise the Lord for His continued 
blessing and for the increase in this vine- 
yard. In both the Tamil and Malayalam 
fields during the year 1938, 316 followed 
the Lord in water baptism. Although you 
perhaps have read something about the 
conventions in this field, we are writing 
a little more in connection with the same. 


Though we have had a few smaller 
conventions at Madura before, this last 
one was the most uplifting and prolific 
in results. It was the first time that the 
whole Tamil field was represented. Some 
of the outstanding events have left a 
lasting impression upon me. One Hindu 
woman, not of the crude type, but intel- 
ligent, who had got interested in the gos- 
pel before this, came to the altar, got 
saved, and during the tarrying meetings, 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
It moved me to rejoicing, seeing her one 
evening out on the road after the meet- 
ing, with several other women of our 
fellowship, full of the joy of the Holy 
Spirit. It was so different from others 
that I was filled with holy awe. 

From the very beginning of the meet- 
ings the Spirit’s presence was manifested 
and the people were in an expectant atti- 
tude. Little wonder that the messages 
came forth with such convicting and 
edifying power. Words cannot be found 
to describe the sanctity of the meetings. 

At our annual convention in Travan- 
core, 2 number came from the Tamil 
field, most of whom know English, so 
they can understand the messages given 
in English, and afterward interpreted in- 
to the Malayalam. Among those who 
came were three school teachers from 
Papanasum, and in the tarrying meetings 
at the convention, two of them received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. After go- 
ing back to their homes, they have been 
used to stir up more interest in the work 
there. We have a Bible school student, 
Brother Chacko, looking after the work 
in Papanasum. His wife is also a Bible 
student and other students have helped 
in the work there. Chacko is now hold- 
ing Bible classes which we hear are much 
appreciated. 

I was to have gone there for some spe- 
cial meetings but had to give up going 
as I was too tired and run-down and 
Brother Benjamin held meetings there. 
At that time two were filled with the

Holy Spirit and seven followed the Lord 
in water baptism. This is a great Hindu 
center where there is a monkey temple 
and other temples; it is a place where 
Hindu pilgrims come. ° 

Meetings had been booked ahead in 
Villipuram, which is about 100 miles this 
side of Madras. After some rest, I was 
able to go for these meetings where the 
Lord blessed and eleven followed the Lord 
in water baptism. This is a large town 
where there are many Hindus and Roman 
Catholics, and though the work is fairly 
new, it is in a thriving condition. 


At this convention we met some inde- 
pendent workers, one of whom is from 
Madras. I have been in Madras twice, by 
invitation, ministering to some independ- 
ent assemblies there and have often 
longed that the Church of God might 
have a place in this large city. While in 
Madras, this brother had invited me to 
come to his place and some of his people 
begged me to give them just one meet- 
ing, but I had to tell them that it was 
impossible because of other appointments. 
My heart’s desire has now been realized 
and this Brother Daniel has now come 
into our fellowship. He has put a big 
sign board above the door of his meeting 
place in both English and Tamil, “The 
Church of God in India.” Now we have 
reached Madras, praise the Lord. 

We do not intend to stop there and 
shall not be satisfied until we have 
reached all over India. We have written 
to you about the open door in the Telegu 
field. About 200 miles north of Madras 
is Nellore, a town which is a Baptist 
stronghold. The Sanyasi opened the work 
in Nellore and in other villages of the 
Telegu field and since then there has been 
a continuous revival in a village near Nel- 
lore; this is due to the hunger and pre- 
vailing prayer of the saints. 

I have been hindered from going there 
to organize the work, one reason being 
lack of finances and another being that 
we do not want to provoke the European 
Baptist missionaries. It may be that more 
of them will come into Pentecost through 
the Indian people or at least will be open 
for the truth. The wife of one Dr. H. of 
the Baptist mission has recently received 


the baptism of the Holy Spirit. She is ~ 


one who attended our meetings in the 
Hills and whom we were partly instru- 
mental in helping on the way to the ex- 
perience. 

Furthermore, we feel that the time fs 
ripe to spread the Full Gospel here in 
India through trained native workers who 
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seem to have a better access to the hearts 
of the people because of the national feel- 
ing. Through the efforts of the Sanyasi, 
some members of the Baptist church 
(native) have received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. We have advised him 
that it would not be good to split up the 
church just yet, but leave the door open 
for more to come out. 


A young woman, from the midst of 
these people in Nellore, received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit and she went 
boldly to one of the missionaries at the 
place, one who is a learned man and 
spoke to him. She spoke in tongues in 
Greek and this made him open to hear 
her experience. She came to our annual 
convention in Travancore and gave her 
testimony and now is waiting to enter 
our Bible school which is to open this 
month. Pray for this one—Jemi Bai by 
name—that she may soon be qualified as 
an efficient witness to the full gospel for 
she will be the first woman Church of 
God worker in the Telegu field. We be- 
lieve that the Lord has sent her. 

A young man whom we call Oonnoon- 
ni, though his real name is Abraham, 
came to our Bible school last year and re- 


ceived the baptism of the Holy Spirit . 


after coming. He is a Syrian and was a 
Jacobite (Greek Catholic faith) and has 
a good education. He is a spiritually- 
minded young man, has a great spirit of 
prayer and is zealous for the Lord. A 
short time ago he started out from Trav- 
ancore in faith, to go to the Telegu 
field, visiting our stations along the way, 
and sometime this month he expects to 
reach Nellore. Since he knows some Tele- 
gu, we have encouraged him, even though 
he needs more Bible training. However, 
he has a good foundation of Bible knowl- 
edge. Please pray for this young man that 
he may be used of the Lord. 

Another Bible student named Mary, 
has been working in Madura, together 
with a Brahmin woman convert named 
Esther. Those who have sent help for the 
Bible School students will be encouraged 
to pray on and perhaps help more in this 
good work. Teaching and sending out 
native workers is the great need of the 
hour. We never know how soon the door 
will be closed to the European mission- 
aries. 

We thank you for your prayers and in- 
terest. Let us continue to work “while it 
is day; the night cometh, when no man 
can work.”—Yours in the fellowship of 
the gospel, Robert F. Cook.

When he went to 
buy I went to prayer and hardly got 
knelt good when the Spirit said, “Can’t 
you let Me lead and you follow?” Now 
you who have had such experiences can 
get a glimpse of what I enjoyed right 
there. 

We were soon moved out, the first 
day of December being our first day here. 
Then in January I started walking the 
streets, seeing who would agree to gather 
for cottage prayer meeting. Well, it 
looked so good; there was a spirit that 
seemed to want me to have the meetings. 
I was overjoyed at the outlook, still I 
knew it would be the faithful who would 
endure and stand by when the test came. 
Well, that prayer meeting ranged from 
one to twelve present. I’d pray when I 
was alone as earnestly as when the twelve 
were there. 

Unless you have lived in this part of 
Texas I don’t think you can imagine our 
streets before they were shelled. The mud 
was awful, but I’d go on. God would 
bless and encourage me and Satan would 
say, ““You know they are so tired of you 
pushing yourself on them,” and God 
would let me think how Satan would 
push his work on people and that He 
sent me here and I must warn them of 
the things coming upon the disobedient 
and tell them the blessing coming on the 
obedient.

ful saying, and these things I will that 

thou affirm constantly, that they which 

have believed in God might be careful 
to maintain good works. These things 
are good and profitable unto men.” But 
in another place Paul says, “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves; it is the gift of God; not 
of works lest any man should boast. For 
we are his workmanship, created in 

Christ Jesus unto good works, which God 

hath before ordained that we should walk 

in them.” Then one might ask if good 
works are essential to receiving judgment 
rewards and we are so strictly com- 
manded to maintain good works, why 
does Paul lay such stress on our being 
saved by grace through faith, it being 
not of ourselves, but the gift of God 
climaxing with, “not of works lest any 
man should boast”? Well, the answer is, 
he did not climax with “not of works 
lest any man should boast” but the next 
verse, “For we are HIS workmanship 
created in Christ Jesus UNTO good 
works.” Good works is a part of our new 
creation and if any boasting is coming to 
any one it is to none other than God. He 
created us characteristic of good works in 
our conversion and ordained that we 
should walk in them. 

Continuing on with this second chap- 
ter of Paul’s letter to the Ephesians, he 
admonishes them to remember that they 
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were ONE time Gentiles, without Christ, 
aliens and strangers from the covenant, 
no hope and without God, afar off, BUT 
NOW made nigh by the blood of Christ, 
who reconciled both (Jew and Gentile) 
unto God in one body by the cross. And 
through Him we both have access by one 
spirit unto the Father. Ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow citi- 
zens with the saints and of the household 
of God and are built upon the FOUN- 
DATION of the apostles and prophets. 


CHRIST IN YOU THE HOPE OF 
GLORY 

Yes, Christ in you is the seal. How- 
ever, Christ in you will result in some 
good works. It is a part of the creative 
act of God in our conversion and new 
birth. It is true that in backsliding the 
missing of the works is the first indica- 
tion or symptom but it is furthermore 
true that the creation itself is on dan- 
gerous grounds and will finally be as 
minus as works. Says Paul, “Grieve not 
the Holy Spirit whereby ye are SEALED 
unto the day of redemption.” 

FRUIT 

YES, “By their fruits ye shall know 
them,” said our Lord. We, as individual 
beings, have no other way of determining 
whether or not one possesses Christ, but 
not so with God. He doesn’t have to 
look for surface evidences as we do. He 
knoweth them that are His. His way of 
knowing is sure, having this seal. It is 
possible for us to be delivered in fruit, or 
for what purpose it is displayed or 
brought into play, but not so with God. 

In the Beatitudes Jesus presented the 
characteristics of those who belong to 
His kingdom. In the larger part of His 
Sermon on the Mount He instructed His 
followers in the art of right living. To- 
ward the close of His sermon He warned 
His disciples against false teachers and 
urged them to base their lives upon a 
firm and SURE FOUNDATION. Jesus 
realized from the first that the movement 
that He was inaugurating would be con- 
fused by spurious leaders. Some of them 
would be sincere enough but entirely un- 
informed. Some for selfish ends would 
seek leadership in the great movement. 
With some, Christian activity would be 
nothing but a means of acquiring wealth 
and station, according to the parable of 
Matt. 13:31, 32, that utter selfishness 
and a lack of true consecration would 
throw the Church into such confusion 
that hundreds of different antagonistic 
denominations would spring up, some of 
Paul, some of Apollos, some of Cephas 
and a few of Christ. 

In warning His followers against false 
leaders Jesus furnished a test by which 
the believer could use as a basis to deter- 
mine the false or true character of those 
who sought leadership. And of course the 
same rule or basis is applicable to all 


alike whether leaders or those being led. 
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They were to be judged by their fruits. 
If the faith they professed caused them 
to lead blameless, unselfish and helpful 
lives, then their faith was genuine and 
they could be followed with safety. But 
if they, in spite of their pious avowals, 
led selfish, grasping and avaricious lives, 
they were nothing but human wolves 
parading in the guise of sheep. Or in 
other words, unless the leader reflected in 
his life the essence of the beatitudes, all 
of his professions were false, and his lead- 
,ership should be rejected. Finally, the be- 
liever was to build his life upon a firm 
and SURE FOUNDATION. In empha- 
sizing this injunction Jesus gave the par- 
able of the two builders. Both built 
houses and the material of the two houses, 
no doubt, was alike. Perhaps the walls of 
both were built with equal skill. But one 
was built upon the sand, which was cut 
out by the first flood and the walls of 
the house were leveled. The other was 
built upon a rock and its foundation de- 
fied the worst that any storm could 
bring. And so it would be with profes- 
sors and possessors.

instead of honored. I believe we ought to 
honor great men while they live, and lit- 
tle men, little preachers, need good en- 
couragement from their superiors. It 
seems to me I have seen men in a posi- 
tion where they could do lots of good 
but they were so careful to ignore others 
and cause godly men to feel so humiliated 
because they felt they had not been ap- 
preciated, and many have left the Church 
because they were not appreciated where 
their field of labor was.

I don’t 
believe when a man dies we ought to say 
so much about his being a good man and 
a good preacher, when in his lifetime we 
ignored him.

I have seen the time a few 
encouraging words meant more than gold 
to me, and caused me to take new life 
and try again. Pray for me to encourage 
some while passing by.
